John Powers knew nothing and Lizzie Nun- 
ley, the Valentine Street damsel with whom 
the prisoner has been intimate,and Hy Unwer, 
John’s rival for her affections, were also 
examined, but knew nothing of interest. The 
Nunley woman is a middle-aged widow, and is 
a frightful-looking object. Her hair was cut 
short and both her eyes were biacked, and 
the bridge of her nose and her upper yd were 
cut. She explained she bad fallen from a 
street-car. 

The defendant made a statement, not differ- 
‘ng materially from what he told a reporter of 
the Post-DIsPATCH yesterday. He had brought 
in a bottle of whisky to the house, but did not 
remember this morning 2 offered any to 
Ris brother, though he di give drinks 
to Sullivan aud Scully. Just how the quarrel 
commenced between him and his brother he 
did not know, but he knew his brother 
knocked him down and beathim. They w 
separated, and his brother afterwar 
him most brutally again. The d 
fendant did not remember cutting 
but might have held an open knife in 1 
hand and his brother might have run into it. 
If he had cut his brother, some one ought to 
have seen the knifein his hand.

All through the inquest 
Donovan remained calm and indifferent, and 
told his 3 with a great deal of noise and 
gusto. He did not appear to feel any sorrow 
over killing his brother. 

Officers Meehan and Haynes testified to the

mother was allowed to see him. It was a very 
cool meeting. The boy kissed her and she cried 
a little, but he told her not to do it, but 
to send him some coffee and something to eat. 
His parting words were: ‘‘Mammy, don’t 
forget now to send me some coffee and some- 
thing to eat.’’ 

The jury returned a verdict holding him 
responsible for his brother’s death.

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THE STRIKING READING RAILROAD Ex- 
PLOYES RETURN TO WORK. 


Conflicting Reports Regarding the Mattrer— 
The Strikers Claim the Trouble Is to Be 
Adjusted by Arbitration— Reading Oom- 
cials Deny the Men's Statement—Activity 
and Bustle on the Road—Effect on Read- 

ing Stock in London and New York. 


PHILADELHBIA, Pa., December 27.—The 
Executive Committee of the Reading Rallroad 
Employes’ Assembly early this morning after 
a secret session which lasted several hours, 
decided to lift the great strike on the Reading 
system pending arbitration witb the Company 
The five crews over whom the trouble origin - 
ated are to be supported Ine the meantime by 
financial aid from the employes. This decision 
was reached after a conference with Superin- 
tendent Sweigard at his office last 
night. The committee then returned 
to their meeting place in Port 


Richmond, and after several hours’ discussion 
decided to submit their case to arbitration. In 
the afternoon a motion had been carried to 
propose arbitration to the officials. Mr.Sweigard 
met the committee graciously and assured 
them that such a plan would be entirely agree- 
able to the Reading Railroad. There were 
present fourteen members of the committee; 
representing all sections of the road. The de- 
cision of the Knights in Reading yesterday not 
toa strike is supposed to have had some influ- 
ence upon the action of the Board. 

One of the committee said this morning: 
„We decided that it would be far better to pay 
the five striking crews their wages rather than 
— so many interests at this city. Mr. 

weigard has always treated us squarely, and 
we feel that we can trust him. All side issues 
will be sunk, and only the main point in dis- 
pute will be arbitrated upon. e have not 
yet ugreed —— the time or method of 
arbitration. That will be settled at the con- 
venience of both sides, but as speedily as 
possible. We ave sent telegrams to all our 
assemblies to resume work at once. We feel 
that the public will declare our decision a 
wise one, especially since the city might be 
so seriously affected at the present time. We 
do not anticipate any difficulty in settling phe 
matter. 

NO ARBITRATION. 

General Superintendent Sweigard said this 
morning that the statement that be had 
agreed with the Knights of Labor to submit 
the questions in dispute to arbitration was in- 
correct. He said that last evening a commit- 
tee representing employes of the company 
called at his office and he talked with them 
briefly regarding the threatened strike. He 
held out no inducements to the men, however, 
and would listen to no proposition which had 
for its object the reinstatement of 
the men who had been discharged for refusing 

eliver cars to Taylor’s elevator. These 
men, he said, have been discharged and will 
never again be employed by the company. He 
says no agreement was proposed either by the 
committee or by him, and thatthe committee 
left when he informed them that he would 
hold no conversation regarding the discharged 
men. Thereporter at this point asked Mr, 
Sweigard whether he proposed to take up the 
Port Richmond difficulty and submit any 
questions involved therein to arbitration, to 
which he tersely replied: 

There is nothing to submit, There is one 
thing in connection with this subject that may 
as well be disposed of while we are on it. The 
employes, or some of them, have accused the 
company of not living up to Article 13 of the 
agreement entered into with the men last 
winter, which was to the effect that no man 
should be discharged without first being given 
a hearing. Well, about two months ago 
three brakemen refused to go out on 
a train because one of the meu, 
a conductor, was not a Knight of 
Labor. I discharged the three men, and 
when a committee called on me and begged 
for their reinstatement I told them that the 
company did not propose tore-employ men 
who left their work under such circumstances. 
The committee, consisting of John Lee Cahill 
and Sharkley, followed me all over Port Rich- 
mond and pleaded their cause. Finally, I 
agreed to reinstate the men after a sus- 
pension of three months upon this condition— 
that the committee should go before every 
assembly of Knights of Labor and say to the 
members that hereafter if any employe 
refused to perform duty when or- 
dered by an official, such employe should be 
discharged, and they should not 1 any 

mmittee to seek an adjustment of the mat- 
ter or require any explanation. Now, when I 
instructed the men at Port Richmond to de- 
liver the cars consigned to the Taylor elevator 
and they refused, I discharged them in con- 
formity with this agreement. And this fully 
answers the complaint in regard to Article 
18. Every man, who has been discharged 
will remain discharged, never again to be em- 
ployed by this company.’’ 


General Rejoicing. 


READING, Pa., December 27.—‘‘The strike is 
settled.“ These were the words which came 
over the wires into the general office of the 


Reading Railroad Company in this city at 3 
o’clock this morning, and there was great re- 
joicing all along the company’s lines in conse- 
quence. It is believed that the action of the 
convention of — — es in this city yesterday, 
in declaring positively that they would not go 
on strike, bad much to do with bring- 
ing about a settlement. Before daylight the 
members of every Knight of Labor Assembly 
on the Reading Railroad territory were noti- 
fled to go to work, and there was an air of ac: 
tivity about the entire railroad which has not 
been noticed fora week. The Philadelphia & 
Reading Railroad headquarters nere presented 
an animated scene. Hundred 


eds of non-union 
men were on hand eagerly ae to be calied 
By Reading officials in case their services 
should be wanted. Some had previously been 
employed on the road, while others were in- 
experienced. Amongthe number were men 
who belonged to the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, but who had lost 
their sitions in the disastrous strike 
of oo who « are at present 
engaged in other industries. They, too, were 
waiting asummons but their services were 
not needed. It was nearly noon when several 
soore of engines were gotten out of the round- 
houses at Potteviile, ading, Pottstown and 
other places and sent down the road to move 
the side-tracked ooal trains to Port Rich- 
mond. The cars between Reading and Phila- 
deiphia will first be moved. These contain 
20,000 tons of coal, all of which will be dumped 
on the coal wharves by the night. Freight 
trains were started earlier in the forenoon. 
The business community of the entire Schuyl- 
will Valley rejoices in the settlement of the 
strike.

A CHRISTMAS CAROUSAL ENDS IN A TERRI- 
~ BLE MURDER. 


Benjamin Voulleamaz Stabbed Through the 
Heart by Celestin Martina— The Queer 
Way in Which the Murder Came to Light 
— pe of the Prisoner—The Inquest 
Held To-Day—The Testimony. 


Hypolyte Adele, a farmer whose land lies 
near French Village, and Gustav Froissard, 
his hired man, drove up in front of Benner’s 
livery stable and undertaking establish- 
ment eon Collinsville avenue, in East 
St. Louis, late yesterday afternoon 
and, Adele alighting, entered Mr. Benner’s 
office and informed him that he wanted him to 
come out to his home and take charge or the 
body of Benjamin Voulleamaz, who had died 
suddenly. Mr. Benner told them that 
he could not possibly send a 
wagon out that distance before to-day. 
Odell then said that he and Froissard would 
drive back to the village and bring the body 
themselves. A box was furnished them in 
which to place the corpse and they started 
back. When they returned to the 
stable it was about 6 o'clock, 
and Coroner Woods, who had deen 
notified by Mr. Benner of the case was there 
awaiting them. To the Ooroner’s question as 
to how Voulleamaz had died both Adele and 
Froiseard told the same story. They said that 
the deceased had gone to bed intoxicated 


and was found in the morning lying on the 
flaor dead. After hearing their story 
Coroner Woods had the body taken from 
the wagon and brought into a 
room in the undertaking  establish- 
ment for the purpose of making 
an examination and ascertaining the true 
cause of the man’s death. Unbuttoning the 
vest, Dr. Woods was considerably astonished 
at the sight of the man’s shirt dyed fh blood. 
Raising the shirt the real cause of death 
was evident. In the left breast, right over the 
heart, was a knife wonnd. Probi revealed 


that 
THE HEART WAS PIERCED. 
Death had been instantaneous. Coroner 
Woods at once decided that it was a clear case 
of murder, and without letting Adele and 
Froissard know of the discovery 
he had made, he went into Mr. Benner’s office, 
where they were waiting the result of the ex- 
amination, and began to question them. 
They, however, related the same 
story of Voulleamaz’ death as they 
had told previously and appeared to be in 
perfect ignorance of the fact that he had been 
stabbed. Froissard, who, witha man named 
Fred Chevalier, siept inthe same room as 
Voulleamaz, said that all day Christmas he, 
Adele, Chevalier, Voulleamaz and the Martina 
brothers had been drinking freely. Late 
Sunday night he and Onevalier went up to 
bed, and shortly after they had tumbled in 
Voulleamaz came up and laid down 
on the floor, and they conciuded 
to let him stay there. Inthe morning he got 
up andfinding Voulleamaz still on the floor 
tried to arouse him. He shook him without 
getting any signs of life, and looking in his 
face discovered that he was dead. 
CORONER WOODS 
concluded to hold Froi until after the in- 
quest, and turned him over to Sergt. Langley, 
who locked him up. When Froissard was 
taken to the police station he was told 
that Voulleamaz had been stabbed and 
appeared to be greatly agitated by the in- 
formation. He protested his innocence and 
said that the stabbing must have been done 
by Celestina Martina, a man with whom Voul- 
leamaz had quarreled and who followed him 
up to the room. Upon receiving this additional 
information Corener Woods immedlatel 
swore out warrants for the arrest of bot 
Martina and Chevalies, and Deputy Sheriff 
given them to make the 
He rode out to French 
e and at a late hour last night returned 
hevalier swe being unable to find Mar- 
tina. The latter had notreturned home Sunday 
night and has not been seen since. As the tes- 
— 2 at the inquest this morning went to 
show that it was he who inflicted the wound 
which ended Voulleamaz’s life he probably 
fled to avoid the consequences of his act. 
THE INQUEST 
was begun this morning at 11 o’clock in the 
office of Coroner Woods inthe Launtz build- 
ing. Asall the witnesses spoke English, but 
very imperfcctly the Coroner decided to have 
them give their testimony in French, and Mr. 
Louis Ploudre of Centerville was chosen as in- 
terpreter. 
e first witness called was 
HYPOLYTE ADELE, 
the dead man’s emplayer. He said that 
Voulleamaz had commenced working for 
him last September, and worked for him con- 
tinually up to the time of his death. On Christ- 
mas Day the witness, Gustav Froissard, 
Fred Chevalier and Benjamin Voulleamaz were 
together at his house and drinking. The drink 
affected Voulleamaz more than any of 
the others, and be became ob- 
streperous in conduct. About 8 o’clock 
7 m. Celestin Martina, Charlie Aubrey and 
imself went upstairs and stayed about ten 
minutes talking. Then Charley Aubrey left. 
About 4 o’clock Mrs. Adele came up and 
requested him to go to bed. About three 
hours after he went to bed he was awakened 
by loud talk. He got up and saw 
Celestin Martina coming down stairs, They 
conversed together and Adele proffered to take 
him home, e said he could find the wa 
himself, Witness bade him 8 an 
Oelestin went off singing. fter Martina’s 
de ure the witness in went 
to and slept until 8 o’clock next morning, 
when Obarley Aubrey and Charles Martina 
came to the house and awakened him. His 
hired hand, Gustav Froissard, shortly af- 
terward came into the kitchen, where 
he was, andsaid: Boss, I havesomething to 
tellyou.’’ He then said that he thought 
camag was dead. Witness 
son and sent him to recall 
Charley Aubrey and Charles Martina who 
had just left the house. They came back and 
all went up-stairs. They found Voulleamaz 
aying on the floor, on his face. They 
saw no blood, and the witness had no 
idea that Voulleamaz had been stabbed.

He first 
learned of how Voulleamaz had actually met 
his death in Benner’s stable last night 
and formed the opinion that either Chevalier 
Froissard or Celestin Martina had inflicted 
the wound.

PRESENTED BY PROMINENT CITIZENS AT 
THE CITY HALL TO-DAY. 


The Experience of a Third-Street Merchant 
With an Electric Light Company—Light 
for the New Limits— Work on the Line 
of the Proposed Water . Conduit—Re- 
corder Williams Busy Consolidating the 
Election Precincts of the City. 


To-day a delegation of citizens from Caron- 
delet called on Mayor Francis to make a claim 
for better protection against fire. Messrs. 
John Krauss, Jack P. Richardson, F. W. Mott, 
Delegate Joseph Murphy and President Kountz 
the chemical works located in that 
part of the city presented the demands. 
The single fire engine located at Krauss street 
and Pennsylvania avenue covers a territory 
six miles long, and requires eleven minutes to 
reach one portion of its district when sum- 
moned. By establishing an engine company 
at Davis and Broadway it will be within a two- 
minute run of $4,000,000 worth of property. 
Chief Lindsay of the Fire Department is 
in favor of giving Carondelet another 
engine, as the present protection 
against disastrous donflagrations is totally in- 
adequate. Messrs. John Hartnett, Fred Hoff- 
meister and F.W. Mott, a sub-coommittee, was 
appointed to discuss the gas supply with His 
Honor. Foralong time Carondelet has re- 
ceived avery poor quality of gas. Numerous 
complaints have been made by the citi- 
zens. Acting on one of these, Mayor 
Francis had an investigation made, 


and exerting the powers invested in him he 
fined the Carondelet Gaslight — $500 
for a plain default on their contract. o-day 
the Mayor said that the gas question was an 
importast one, and he asked that the sub- 
committee appoint an hour to-morrow to dis- 
cuss the matter. The gentlemen agreed to 
present the grievance to-morrow morning. 


Public Imprevements. 


The Board of Public Improvements met this 
morning. A communication was received 
from the Ohio Valley Street-Lighting Com- 
pany, calling attention to an ordinance passed 


azo authorizing the  erec- 
t 800. gasoline lamps in the 
new limits. Street Commissioner Turner 
reported thatthe Mayor had authorized the 
erection of 87 lamps and that there was no ap- 
propriation forthe erection of any more at 
present. A communication was also received 
from B. Winkelman of No. 826 North Third 
street, asking that a pole used by one of the 
electric light companies be removed from the 
sidewalk in front of dis house. 
He states that when the company first under- 
took to place the pole there he objected, but 
no attention was paid to his remonstrance. 
After the pole was put up ‘‘arms’’ were added 
that reached near his place, that it was an 
easy matter for a person to 
ass from the pole into his building. 
e claims his house is not out to the pbuild- 
ing line, and that the objectionable arms 
reach over a space for which he is annually 
paying taxes, although he 22 the city the 
use of the property. On this statement of the 
case the Board voted to request the electric 
light company to remove the pole. 
Water-Commissioner Holman forwarded to 
the Board a diagram of an embankment on 
Hall street, between Grand avenue and 
Adelaide avenue, over which the proposed 
low-service conduit will pass.

FOR PRINCESS BEATRIOR’S BABY. 


Sir Edward Henry Sieveking to Be Created a 
Baronet—The Villa Evelina—Queen Vic- 
teria’s Jubilee Gift for the Pope—Feativi- 
tied at Sandringham—A Costly Sewing-

THE QUEEN’S STABLE. 
No fewer than forty-seven carriage and riding 
horses belonging to the Queen were conveyed 
yesterday week from Windsor to Osborne, as 
well as twenty carriages and vans.

A MAGNIFICENT JUBILEE PRESENT. 

The Queen has just received a magnificent 
jubilee present fromthe diamond fields of 
South Africa in the shape of an ivory casket 
lined with curled ostrich feathers.

The Chicago Tribune of Sunday prints the 
following interesting sketch of William W. 
Gibbs, the gentleman who is credited with the 
control of the Gas Trust in this city:

Bat the Cattie Business Will Rise, Phonix- 
Like, From Its Ashes. 


George P. Sykes of Laramie Oi ty, Wyo., re- 
marked to a Post-DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘Peo- 
ple should not hastily judge that the cattle in - 
dustry is ruined simply because many, if not 
most, cattlemen are ruined. The cause of 
their great losses lies not 80 
much in the depression naturally inci- 
dent to the trade as in the fact that 
nearly all the rangemen were heavily in 
debt, and could not stand even a slight re- 


verse. The prices from natural causes have 
been lower than they were in the days when 
80 or 40 per cent was considered only a fair re- 
turn, but had the cattlemen been solvent, 

would not have dropped as low as it 
has. Nearly every one, however, owed large 
sums of money. A couple of hard winters 
came, loans were called in, and could not be 
renewed, and the cattlemen found themselves 
forced to take what they could get for 
their steers and to raise large sums at short 
notice. This resulted in the market being 
flooded, ig moe f took advantage of the situa- 
tion of the wers, Who could not wait, 
but were Sbileed to to sell, and a scale was es- 
tablished which left no 2 for profit. Not 
2 was the price for beef steers low- 

, but the 2 or the money market 
compelled the of immature stock, of 
course at a@ large loss to the owners. But 
this state of affairs has now ceased 
The men who now hold the cattle 
are uble to stand a disastrous year or two, 
and will not be compelled to sell thin, imma- 
k, and a rapid revival of the business 
looked for.
